U.S. Issues Warning to Iran 


Cheney vows ‘meaningful eonsequenees’ in nuelear dispute 


WASHINGTON I The Bush administration 
drew a hard line on Iran Tuesday, warn- 
ing of “meaningful consequences” if the 
Islamic government does not back away 
from an international confrontation over 
its disputed nuclear program. 

Edging toward the U.N. Security Council 
review it has long sought, Washington reject- 
ed any potential llth-hour compromise that 
would allow Iran to process nuclear fuel that 


could be used for weapons. 

Vice President Dick Cheney said the 
United States and other nations are agreed 
that “we will not allow Iran to have a nuclear 
weapon.” He said, “The Iranian regime needs 
to know that if it stays on its present course, 
the international community is prepared to 
impose meaningful consequences.” 

Speaking to the pro-Israel lobbying 
group AIPAC, Cheney did not specify what

Former House leader 
faees GOP challengers

SUGAR LAND, TEXAS I Rep. Tom 
DeLay tried to beat back three chal- 
lengers for the Republican nomina- 
tion Tuesday in his first election since 
he was indicted and forced to step 
aside as House majority leader. 

While DeLay was widely expect- 
ed to win, a close race could foretell 
a tough contest for the congressman 
in the fall. For his part, DeLay said 
he was confident his constituents 
would see the campaign-finance 
case against him for what it is: “a 
leftist abuse of power.”

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I TheU.S. ambassa- 
dor held talks with a top Shiite lead- 
er Tuesday as Iraqi factions wran- 
gled over a new government. The 
prime minister declared he would 
not be “blackmailed” into stepping 
aside, and the Shiite majority balked 
at convening the parliament. 

Bombings, mortar blasts and 
gunfire killed 19 more people 
throughout the country Tuesday, 
and police also reported finding 
four more bullet-riddled bodies 
— two of them with their eyes 
gouged out. 

Holding a first session of par- 
liament is a required step toward 
forming a new government. Fifteen 
days after the first meeting, par- 
liament is supposed to elect a new 
president — a job the incumbent, 
Jalal Talabani, wants to keep. In 
15 more days, the parliament is 
to approve the nominated prime 
minister. 

Underscoring U.S. concerns over 
the deteriorating political situation. 
Ambassador Zalmay Khalilzad 
held a meeting with Abdul-Aziz 
al-Hakim, head of the powerful 


Shiite Supreme Council for the 
Islamic Revolution in Iraq, one of 
the two dominant parties in the 
Shiite coalition that won the Dec. 
15 parliamentary elections. 

Narrowing differences among 
Iraq’s Shiites, Sunnis and Kurds 
has become an increasingly diffi- 
cult task in the aftermath of the Feb. 


22 bombing that destroyed the gold- 
en dome atop a Shiite shrine in the 
mainly Sunni city of Samarra. 

That and the simmering feud 
between Talabani, the Kurdish pres- 
ident, and Ibrahim al-Jaafari, the 
Shiite prime minister who owed his 
re -nomination to firebrand cleric

Despite frigid temps, 
hearty performers 
make a wintry splash 

HARBIN, CHINA I It’s SO cold it hurts 
to breathe, but Wu Jing wears only a 
purple swimsuit and ruby-red high 
heels as she struts around a pool cut 
into river ice two feet thick. 

In minutes, she will join a 
dozen other swimmers in the frigid 
Songhua River, part of a twice-daily 
show where performers ham it up 
on diving boards made of ice blocks 
before splashing into an 80 -foot by 
30 -foot hole cut in the ice. 

Wu waves to warmly dressed 
people who paid the equivalent of 
$3.50 each to watch the show. It’s 
zero degrees Fahrenheit.

Harbin is a hot destination when 
it’s cold, drawing millions of tourists 
each year to a winter festival whose 
highlights include replicas of world

Then there’s ice swimming in 
the Songhua. 

Winter swimming began in 
China in the late 1940s and has 
unexpectedly taken off, said Lin 
Senlin of the China National 
Swimming Association’s Winter 
Swimming Committee. He said 
there are now about 200,000 reg- 
istered amateur ice swimmers in 
China — mostly retirees. 

In Harbin, they climb out after 
swimming a length or two, staying 
in a minute and a half at the most. 
And the show is over. 

“It’s not that great but the par- 
ticipants are old, not young. It’s very 
touching,” said Zhai Shanshan, a 
30-year-old tourist, audraang (ap)

Explosions Rock 
Indian Holy City 


At least 15 die in series 
of blasts, raising fears 
of sectarian violence 

VARANASI, INDIA I A series of coor- 
dinated bombings rocked a packed 
railway station and crowded temple 
Tuesday in Hinduism’s holiest city, 
killing at least 15 people and injur- 
ing dozens in an attack that raised 
fears of communal violence. 

Cities across India were put on 
high alert as Indian Prime Minister 
Manmohan Singh appealed for 
calm, said his spokesman, Sanjaya 
Barn. 

The attacks, which injured at 
least 62 people, came only days 
after Hindus and Muslims fought 
in the streets of Lucknow, leaving 
four people dead, during a visit to 
India by President Bush. The next 
day, angry Hindus looted Muslim 
shops and burned vehicles in the 
coastal resort of Goa in a dispute 
over a mosque demolition. 

It was unclear whether Tuesday’s 
bombings were the work of anti-gov- 
ernment or anti- Hindu militant 
groups or were tied to Bush’s visit. 

At least 10 people died in what 
appeared to be two bombings at 
Varanasi’s train station, and five 
others were killed in another blast 
at the temple on the banks of the

holy Ganges River, said Alok Sinha, 
a senior state official. 

Another senior official, Kamlesh 
Pathak, said two unexploded bombs 
— one hidden in a pressure cook- 
er and the other in a backpack — 
were found at Varanasi’s Godowalia 
Market and defused by police. 

The Press Trust of India news 
agency, meanwhile, reported that 
security officials found four unex- 
ploded bombs at a bathing platform 
on the banks of the Ganges, a few 
miles away. 

Varanasi is Hinduism’s holiest 
city and ordinarily is filled with pil- 
grims visiting temples and bathing 
in the holy waters of the Ganges. It 
is also popular with tourists, (ap)

Ex-Enron CEO says 
Skilling OK’d plan to 
mask company’s losses 

HOUSTON I Former Enron Corp. 
Chief Financial Officer Andrew 
Fastow testified Tuesday he 
crafted and ran partnerships to 
help the company hide losses and 
inflate profits with the blessing of 
his boss, Jeffrey Skilling. 

Fastow appeared contrite in 
his much- anticipated courtroom 
confrontation with Skilling and 
Enron founder Kenneth Lay, who 
are on trial for fraud and conspiracy 
stemming from Enron’s spectacu- 
lar 2001 collapse. 

But he portrayed himself as a cog 
in a corrupt machine, with Skilling 
telling him, “Get me as much of that 
juice as you can,” regarding the part- 
nerships.

Fastow, 44, also fought back 
tears as he told jurors in a feder- 
al courtroom that his wife. Lea, 
pleaded guilty to a tax crime and 


finished a yearlong prison term 
last July for signing a tax return 
that didn’t include illegal income 
from business deals unrelated to 
the partnerships. 

Fastow, who agreed as part of his 
plea deal to serve 10 years in prison, 
is a key pillar of the government’s 
case against Lay and Skilling. 

He said the partnerships gave 
Enron a buyer of risky investments 
or poor assets so the company could 
record income and wipe debt off 
its books. Enron didn’t mind that 
other buyers likely wouldn’t touch 
them, he said. 

“We were doing this to inflate 
our earnings, and I don’t think we 
wanted to show people what we 
were doing,” Fastow said, (ap)

Jury Acquits Bus 
Driver in Collision 


Exonerated woman 
says she did nothing 
wrong in fatal crash 

ARLINGTON, VA. I A former county 
school bus driver said she always 
knew she would be acquitted of 
charges stemming from a crash that 
left two young children dead. But 
Pamela Sims wiped away tears and 
rocked softly in her seat Tuesday, 
after a bailiff read verdicts exon- 
erating her of all charges. 

“I know that I didn’t do any- 
thing wrong,” said Sims, 37 , as she 
paused briefly to talk to report- 
ers. Sims was driving 15 children 
to Hoffman-Boston Elementary 
School last spring when her school 
bus was struck by a commercial 
trash truck. 


“From April 18, 1 haven’t had a 
full night’s sleep,” said Sims. She suf- 
fered a head wound and other inju- 
ries as a lift arm of the trash truck 
shattered the windshield and sliced 
through the side of the bus. 

She was waiting to make a left 
turn when the truck moved through 
the intersection, striking the bus. 
Lilibeth Gomez, 9, was pronounced 
dead at the scene. Harrison Orosco, 
7 died two days later. 

An Arlington County grand jury 
indicted Sims on a state charge of 
reckless driving and a county charge 
of failure to pay full time and atten- 
tion while operating a motor vehicle. 
After hearing testimony from seven 
witnesses over two days, it took a 
jury of four men and three women 
less than two hours to find her not 
guilty of both charges, (ap)

George Allen but an “extreme” GOP 
that has strayed far from Reagan’s 
ideal. Webb and fellow Democrat 
Harris Miller are competing in their 
party’s June 13 primary to deter- 
mine which will oppose Allen’s bid 
for a second term.

Audi tried to remain aloof from 
the luxe- SUV sty. For years it has 
faithfully offered station-wagon 
variants of its exemplary all -wheel 
drive sedans, vehicles that deliver 
the alpine traction and cargo ver- 
satility of an SUV without the half- 
ton of adipose sheet metal. 




The Audi 07 squashes the scale, butthat’s OK, because it’s loaded down with a 
gabajillion fancy features and add-ons, proving that, yes, big can be beautiful. 


In fact, according to company 
execs, the Q7 project hung in the 
balance for a while, as engineers 
and marketers debated it. Rather 
reluctantly, it seems, Audi conced- 
ed to market forces, not just here but 
also in Europe: Sales in the premium 
SUV segment in Germany rose 300 
percent between 2000 and 2004. 

Although the Q7 project may 
have been a compromise, the car 
itself seems anything but. Pieced 
together with proven components 
from Audi’s considerable larder, 
the Q7 has the full measure of Audi 
refinement and techno-sexual ardor. 
No hint of truckiness resides beneath 
the luxury- sedan gloss. Standard

equipment includes Audi’s Multi 
Media Interface (MMI), the friendly 
and intuitive rotary- dial controller 
that accesses the climate, audio, nav- 
igation and accessory car systems; 
and a 14-speaker Bose sound system, 
among many other items. The cabin 
is beautifully turned out in a variety 
of wood laminates, leather, and alu- 
minum trim. The interior is pianis- 
simo quiet. The laser-welded steel 
chassis is stiffer than Dick Cheney’s 
apres-hunting cocktail. 

The Q7’s biggest drawback? 
Weight — big, raw, don’t- sit-near- 
me tonnage. This is an unavoid- 
able consequence in these sorts of 
kitchen-sink vehicles that must offer 
credible off-road capacity as well as 
luxury on-road performance. You 
can begin to feel the effects of its 
weight and aerodynamic resistance 
in passing performance. 

It does have a dizzying array of 
features, though, including: lane- 
changing assist, a radar-based sys- 
tem that alerts the driver to cars in 
the blind spot with signals in the 
side-view mirrors, and adaptive 
cruise control with automatic brak- 
ing that speeds and slows the vehicle 
in the seesaw of commuting traffic.

DOPING I Barry Bonds was indig- 
nant Tuesday when faced with the 
latest accusation that he used per- 
formance-enhancing drugs to move 
within striking distance of passing 
Babe Ruth on the all-time home runs 
list this season. 

A new book by two San Francisco 
Chronicle writers, “Game of 
Shadows,” details the San Francisco 


slugger’s extensive doping program 
over a five-year period beginning 
in 1998. An excerpt appears in the 
March 13 issue of Sports Illustrated. 
“I won’t even look at it. For what? 
There’s no need to,” Bonds said 
Tuesday. 

According to Mark Fainaru- 
Wada and Lance Williams’ book. 
Bonds was using two undetectable 
designer steroids, informally known 
as the cream and the clear, plus 
insulin, human growth hormone 
and other performance enhanc-

Iconic Tijuana Brass 
album gets remixed 
for a new generation 

GOOD TASTE I It takes a lot of nerve to 
mess with a classic album and — in 
this case — some whipped cream. 

Yesterday, Shout Factory issued a 
sweet new take on the legendary 40 - 
year-old project “Whipped Cream 
& Other Delights” by Herb Alpert’s 
Tijuana Brass. 

Titled “Whipped Cream & 
Other Delights: Re-Whipped,” 
the album features the original’s 
12 tracks reimagined by remixers 
such as D.C.’s Thievery Corporation, 
John King of the Dust Brothers, DJ 
Foosh, Mocean Worker, Ozomatli, 
Medeski Martin & Wood and 
Camara Kambon. Alpert himself 
also recorded new trumpet solos 
for each remix. 

The album is the brainchild of 
Shout Factory vice president Shawn 
Amos, who said the idea to remix 
“Whipped Cream” came to him after 
the company acquired Alpert’s cat- 
alog several months ago. 

Shout Factory started releasing 
remastered versions of the artist’s 
projects in February. The initial 
remasters included the first two 
Alpert & Tijuana Brass albums, 
1962’s “The Lonely Bull” and 1965’s 
“South of the Border,” as well as a

new compilation of unreleased 
tracks from 1963 to 1974. 

“Everyone has a memory of 


‘Whipped Cream,”’ Amos said. “It’s 
the first record of my parents’ that 
I dug. I wanted to introduce Herb 
to a new generation.” 

The original “Whipped Cream” 
was Alpert’s first No. 1 album and 
was in the top 10 for more than a 
year. 

The album featured “Taste of 
Honey,” which reached No. 7 on 
The Billboard Hot 100, as well as 
“Whipped Cream,” the theme to 
“The Newlywed Game.” 

Ozomatli’s Wil-dog, who 
remixed “Love Potion #9,” said 
the idea “seemed like a no-brainer 


... Growing up, it was an album I 
remember hearing all the time. I 
knew every song.” 

After each group remixed a song, 
it was sent to Alpert, who added his 
horn solos via Pro Tools. 

“Some of them worked bet- 
ter than the original,” Alpert said. 
“There is a good, interesting album 
here.” 

The LP’s iconic cover — a woman 
covered in whipped cream — is also 
“re-whipped,” with model Bree 
Condon. The new cover features 
much less whipped cream than 
the original, jill kipnis (billboard) 


Sonic ‘Youth’ is Served 

Cultural phenom Matisyahu drops a new disc 


ZION’S LION I So after all the build- 
up, after the Hasidic Jewish sing- 
er became an unlikely Pied Piper 
luring U.S. rock fans to reggae 
music, how does Matisyahu do 
on “Youth,” his major-label stu- 
dio album debut? 

It’s notable that despite its 
hip-hop touches, jam band flour- 
ishes and experimental quirks, 
Matisyahu’s is a fairly undiluted 
form of roots reggae. Like the 


2005 live album that sparked 
his popularity, the new music is 
a dead-serious expression of the 
genre’s bedrock issues — spiritual 
solace, the plight of the exile, the 
struggle for freedom, the value of 
community. 

“Burned in the oven in this 
century/And the gas tried to choke 
but it couldn’t choke me,” he sings 
in the defiant, politically sensitive 
“Jerusalem,” bringing a particularly

Jewish context to that Jamaican 
foundation. 

Although his emotional range 
as a singer is narrow, the plaintive 
edge in his voice is gripping enough 
to sustain the album. Producer Bill 
Laswell attends to the reggae sig- 
natures — soul- stirring syncopa- 
tion, a tone of yearning — but he 
also encourages experiments. The 
music keeps you engaged because 
you never know what it might do. 

So how did the former Matthew 
Miller come by that island inflec- 
tion and prophet’s glare? Matisyahu 
is saying it doesn’t matter — that 
reggae, like any other popular music 
vernacular, is there for the taking.

A fancy shoe store 
set up in the Texas 
desert is actually art 

The adobe building easily could 
fit in with the grazing cattle and 
mountainous desert Southwest 
landscape outside. But the leather 
bags and footwear on display inside 
aren’t saddlebags and cowboy boots. 
The brand isn’t Wrangler or Stetson. 
And the simple 15-by-25-foot cube 
structure is like nothing else around 
these parts. 

Here in Valentine, Texas, where 
rodeo means bulls and broncos, is 
a tiny store adorned with canvas 
awnings carrying the logo of the 
Italian fashion house Prada. On 
view inside are 20 women’s shoes 
and a half dozen handbags — some 
in the four-figure price range.

How natural is it to abandon friend- 
ship when you get frustrated by 
their behavior?

Microsoft gets rural 
Indians up to speed 
with software efforts 

Microsoft’s Office software and 
Windows operating system is typ- 
ically associated with slick “infor- 
mation workers” on the go, using the 
latest technology to solve complex 
business problems. 

At a company research and devel- 
opment lab in India, however, work- 
ers are grappling with a much differ- 
ent problem: How to use technology 
to help people who cannot read or 
write, let alone use a computer. 

Working with an advocacy group, 
Microsoft has developed a prototype 
of a system that would help connect 
illiterate domestic workers in India 
with families seeking their services.

ON RURAL INDIANS’ DISCONNECT WITH 
MODERN COMPUTER TECHNOLOGY 


The goal is to help the women see 
how technology can make find- 
ing work more efficient, as the first 
step toward creating broader tools 
to allow illiterate people to benefit 
from technological advances. 

The software was on display 
for Microsoft employees last week 
as part of Microsoft Research 
TechFest, an annual gathering 
of employees from the company’s 
various research and development 


centers. The researchers, located 
in China, India, England and the 
United States, provide the company 
with a mix of far-flung technology 
and more practical applications. 

Researchers on the Indian proj- 
ect say they have had to overcome 
their preconceptions about how the 


technology should work, and why 
people would want to use it. 

Researchers “might go in with an 
idea of what they need, but once you 
engage with people you really learn 
what they need,” said R Anandan, 
managing director of Microsoft 
Research India. 


The system uses pictures, video 
and voice commands to tell women 
what jobs are available, how much 
the jobs pay and where they are. 

Kentaro Toyama, who oversees 
the project, said the first big hur- 
dle was to understand what kind 
of computer images actually made 
sense to the domestic workers. 

A photograph of dirty dishes, 
for example, was too realistic —the 
women thought those were the actual 
dishes they were supposed to wash. 
But a realistic cartoon, with water 
running over dishes, worked well. 

Also, the women associated 
neighborhoods with landmarks 
rather than addresses, so an interac- 
tive map and verbal directions had 
to be tweaked to represent that. 

Raj Reddy of Carnegie Mellon 
University said there is a disconnect 
between what people think rural 
residents need from technology, and 
what those people really want. 

For example, Reddy said, if you 
give someone in a remote area a 
telephone, car or television, you’ll 
get nothing but gratitude. 

“But if you go to them and say.

No Flash in the Pan 


Photography classes 
offer a chance at 
a career or a hobby 

Charles Wharton spent 20 years as 
a scientist, taking high-tech pictures 
of people’s brains. Working as a cog- 
nitive psychologist at the National 
Institutes of Health, among other 
places, he used brain imaging scans 
to study how people think. 

These days, his photographs 
have a wider appeal. Three years 
ago, Wharton began taking pho- 
tography classes at the Corcoran 
College of Art and Design and is 
now getting ready to show his work 


— mainly nature photography — in 
hopes of someday being considered 
for a gallery exhibition. 

“I didn’t have the temperament 
to be a scientist,” he said. “I certainly 
enjoy art more.” Like many in the 
field, Wharton started out with a 
passing interest in taking pictures. 
He was his high school yearbook 
photographer “and I wasn’t very 
good,” he said. Fortunately for those, 
like Wharton, whose interest in pho - 
tography lingers past prom, there 
are numerous programs around the 
area to turn a hobby into an art, or 
even a career. 

Programs vary by expertise 
and intensity, from one-night 


workshops to four-year universi- 
ty degrees. Those who want to get 
acquainted with their camera and 
take better vacation photos would 
be wise to look into the introduc- 
tory classes at the Graduate School, 
USDA, or workshops at other area 
photography schools. 

The Washington School of 
Photography and the Smithsonian 
Associates (the Smithsonian 
Institution’s continuing education 
arm) both offer introductory digital 
or film camera workshops, usually 
held during the evening or on sev- 
eral consecutive weekends.

your f-stops from your shutter 
speeds, there are specialized classes 
that teach students more about how 
to work in a darkroom, light pho- 
tographs and compose a picture. 
Students in an advanced color pho- 
tography class at the Corcoran, for 
example, bring their film into the 
museum to develop it themselves 
in a darkroom. The students work 
with a self- chosen theme and put 
together an exhibit to show at the 
end of the semester. 

The Corcoran and George 
Mason University have two of the 
longer programs in the area. Both 
allow students to get a Bachelor’s 
of Fine Arts in photography — a 
four-year degree, complete with 
classes in other types of visual 
arts. The Corcoran also has a sub- 
stantial number of continuing edu- 
cation classes for those not ready 
to sign on for the full four years. 
GMU allows students not enrolled 
in the four-year program to take 
classes, though priority is given to 
degree students, said Peggy Feerick, 
the program coordinator. 

One of the biggest chang- 
es across all programs in recent 
years has been the surge in dig- 
ital technology. While both the 
Corcoran and George Mason still 
require some time in a darkroom 
for a degree, they have both seen 
more students coming through 
using digital cameras. The more 
technical classes separate digital 
from film students, though many 
throw them together and let stu- 


dents choose what technology they 
will use. They may not be so lucky 
once they become professional, as 
the speed of digital photography is 
driving up consumer expectations. 
“People at an event expect that a day 
later they’ll get a CD with all the pic- 
tures on it,” said Missy Lowe, the 
academic dean for the Washington 
School of Photography. So pho- 
tographers are sometimes forced 
to switch regardless of their pref- 
erence. 


As for wheth- 
er students 

need that special 
photographer’s eye, 
the consensus among 
instructors is it’s not 
a myth. “Everybody 
can take a photo, but 
there are things you 
can’t teach,” says 
Corcoran professor 
Kim Kirkpatrick. 


No matter the program, photog- 
raphy students are guaranteed to get 
beyond the walls of the classroom. 
Students can often pursue a the- 
matic interest; either on their own 
or by taking specialized classes. For 
example, the Washington School 
of Photography has workshops 
on photographing the Potomac 
and taking portraits outside. This 
spring, Smithsonian Associates 
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will be offering a Photo Trekking 
course, combining relatively strenu- 
ous hikes such as the Shenandoah 
National Park’s Old Rag Mountain 
with nature photography. 

Those in the business agree that 
enjoying the act of photography is 
very important because success 
is not assured. “My sense is that 
this is a pretty competitive mar- 
ket,” said Judy Heffner, who has 
her own photography business 
and will graduate from the pho- 
tography program at Northern 
Virginia Community College next 
spring. But she’s quick to add that 
there are plenty of opportunities for 
work unique to the D.C. area, from 
national conferences to high-pro- 
file meetings to gala dinners. She 
calls a lot of the jobs her colleagues 
get “grip and grins” — the photog- 
rapher shoots two people shaking 


hands and smiling for the company 
or association newsletter. 

Many people who make a career 
out of photography go into business 
for themselves. Because of that, 
NVCC and other area schools offer 
courses on the business of photogra- 
phy. “If you decide to [go into pho- 
tography] you’re taking a risk,” said 
Kim Kirkpatrick, who teaches at 
the Corcoran. Those who succeed, 
he says, are not only good photog- 
raphers, but also know how to pro- 
mote themselves and their work. 

As for whether they need that 
special photographers eye, the con- 
sensus among instructors is that it’s 
not a myth. “Everybody can take 
a photo, but there are things you 
can’t teach,” said Kirkpatrick. For 
those things that can be taught, 
there’s likely a program for you.

MBAs are finding that their 
new degree, coupled with their 
years of work experience, make 
them sought-after employees. 

Most universities in the 
Washington area have some fla- 
vor of MBA program — from 
executive MBAs, which focus on 
educating CEOs in-waiting, to 
medical MBAs that teach doctors 


to run their own practices. At many 
District schools, these specialized 
programs have more students than 
the standard MBA courses. “People 
don’t think of Washington as a cen- 
ter for business, but if you consid- 
er all the financial institutions 
and government organizations, it 
rivals New York in many areas,” said 
Susan Philips, dean and professor 
of finance at George Washington 


University’s business school. 

Generally targeting students 
with a few years of work expe- 
rience who want to advance in 
their companies, the basic MBA 
is now drawing older students 
back into the classroom for gen- 
eral courses like business prac- 
tices, technology, and electronic 
finance — updating skills that 
can make older workers obsolete.

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“When you work at a job, you 
learn a lot about your specific job, 
but not about the range of other 
positions in the company,” said 
Philips, who oversaw her school’s 
move into a new building on cam- 
pus in January. In the new facility, 
MBA students use state-of-the-art 
terminals on which they can nego- 
tiate the stock ticker and research 
information through the Bloomberg 
computer system, and participate 
in a variety of problem -based and 
case study exercises using overlap- 
ping business disciplines. 

In the past, this broad-based 
MBA curriculum has drawn criti- 
cism. “Although business schools 
and business education have been 
commercial successes, there are 
substantial questions about the 
relevance of their educational prod- 
uct and doubts about their effects 
on both the careers of their grad- 
uates and on management prac- 
tice,” wrote Stanford University 
business professor Jeffrey Pfeffer 
in a 2002 report that grabbed the 
attention of the business education 
community. 

Part of that criticism comes from 
the fact that employers are looking 
for skills like teamwork, communi- 
cation, and leadership, which have 
not been a historic focus of business 
schools. This disconnect between 
employer needs and the MBA cur- 
riculum, combined with the eco- 


nomic slowdown, contributed to a 
decline in the number of applicants 
to many of country’s MBA programs 
and a shift towards more special- 
ized degrees. 

On the other hand, mid- career 
professionals who head back to 
school are often more cognizant 
of the importance of those sought- 
after interpersonal skills and make 
attractive candidates when they 
graduate. Recruiters say that eth- 
ics, communication and analytic 
thinking are the top qualities they 
seek in potential employees, accord- 
ing to an annual survey from the 
Graduate Management Admissions 
Council. 

Chris Nichols spent her career 
working for non-profit organiza- 
tions, but realized that she lacked 
the specific training she would need 
to advance. “I really suffered not 
being able to do my own data 
analysis and market research, so 
I went into the program to learn 
how,” she said. 

The 46 -year old graduated from 
the University of Maryland’s MBA 
program last May and now works 
as a senior manager at the Academy 
for Educational Development. “Re- 
immersing yourself in an academic 
environment with smart and moti- 
vated students is the best way to 
update your skills and maybe 
cure a mid-life crisis,” she said.

I may be offered my dream job, 
with a dream organization, doing 
work I totally believe in. (And I 
could bring my dog to work!) I am in 
a panic because I would have to sell 
my house, buy another house (can’t 
rent, I have too many animals). I am 
freaking because of all the work 
involved in the initial steps. My job 
now is OK, pay isn’t great and I am 
not inspired by the topic. Can you 
tell me what I need to hear? 

How could you even toy with the 
idea of not moving on? How about 
you just read what you wrote and 
think what you’d tell a friend who 
said the same thing. You found 
your DREAM job, doing work you 
believe in. That makes you among 
about .02 percent of the working 
population. It’s like winning the 
lottery. The other things will hap- 
pen. People buy and sell homes all 
the time. Even if they have lots of 
animals. 

We get cold-faxed resumes all 
the time. And phone calls. And I 
generally toss them — but main- 
ly because even though the word 
“employment” is in our name, we 
are not a headhunter firm or an 
employment agency. But people 
seem to think we are. My point 
is, if you are going to be spending 
time cold-mailing, make sure your 
resume is going to the appropri- 
ate place. 

Well that makes sense. Listen to 
this, people. I know it might seem 
like a “no duh” tip, but lots of peo- 
ple just blanket companies with 
resumes and e-mails. It doesn’t 
work, people. Target a place and 
construct your resume/cover let- 
ter to THAT SPECIFIC PLACE. 
Otherwise, you’ll never get any- 
where. 

My mother was recently diagnosed 
with Alzheimer’s, and I’m beginning 
to feel the strain this will have on 
my job. My boss is very supportive, 
but I fear it will be tough to shine 
at work while this family crisis is 
spinning around me. There will be 
a point at which I will need to take 
time off to manage parental issues. 
Is this type of situation covered in 
the Family Medical Leave Act? 

Yes, this should be covered under 
FMLA. Your company has to employ 
50 or more workers for you to be 
covered. Here’s the Department 
of Labor’s Fact Sheet on FMLA:

So, I hate my job ... No, seriously, 

I really do. I loathe my days here, 

I despise 90 percent of the peo- 
ple I work with and to make mat- 
ters worse, I don’t even enjoy what 
I do. The problem: I get paid a pret- 
ty good penny for doing some- 
thing that takes I/2 a brain. I start- 
ed searching about two months 
ago and have since found that the 
jobs I’m qualified for wouldn’t come 
close to matching my salary. I can’t 
afford to take a huge pay cut. I’m 
holding out hope that the perfect 
job will pop up, one that will satisfy 
my money woes and my need for a 
challenge. Any words of wisdom to 
help me get through the next week, 
month, year? I’m struggling to keep 
perspective. 

How about you do more than sit

and complain and hope the perfect 
job “will pop up.” It’s called network- 
ing . . . Are you part of a professional 
organization? Do you ever join in 
after- work activities related to the 
field you’re in? You’re in the perfect 
area for networking. Get out and do 
something. Evenjust volunteer for 
a group that you find interesting. 
You’ll meet people, you’ll hear about 
job openings, even if you’re not just 
volunteering to find a new gig. That 
will get you through your misery. 
And start saving extra money now. 
That way, if it gets too bad, at least 
you know you have a financial safety 
net. That might allow you to move 
on to a job that doesn’t pay as well, 
but that makes you (gasp!) happy. 

Your advice to the person with 
a noisy neighbor in an adjoin- 
ing cubicle — use headphones 
— prompts me to ask how many 
offices/companies actually let peo- 
ple wear headphones (and pre- 
sumably listen to music) at work? 
Mine doesn’t, even for people with 


private offices. The reasoning is 
(I) you have to be able to hear the 
phone ring or someone talking to 
you and (2) (for private office- 
dwellers only) it’s not fair that you 
can do something at work other 
staffers cannot. Is this common? 

What? I can’t hear you. I have my 
headphones on. Headphones just 
drown out extra noise. You can 
still hear the phone ring. That’s just 
silly. Tell your boss. Start a protest. 
Come on, people! March for your 
right to wear headphones! You can 
try explaining to a boss WHY you 
need to drown out the other noises 
— say that it will make you more 
productive, etc. Then let the boss 
figure out what’s more important 
to the company. 

I am a young professional (23 years 
old) working in international devel- 
opment here in D.C. I have been in 
my current job for two months and 
am planning to stay until attend- 
ing graduate school in the fall of 
2007. My boss will be leaving in a 
couple of weeks, and I’m wonder- 
ing if it would be appropriate for 
me to ask for a performance review 
before she goes. I was hired on the 
express understanding that my 
pay would increase quickly based 
on merit, and it’s very clear I’ve 
impressed her so far. Our office is 
VERY small, and so there are no 
other authorities or established 
performance review cycles. I don’t 
expect a raise now, but I would like 
to be sure that her replacement 
isn’t surprised if I’m hankering for 
one in a few more months. 

Absolutely. I think that’s a great 
idea. Go schedule a time to talk to 
her, and explain exactly what you 
explained here, and add that since 
she knows your work so well, it 
would just be good to have that 
review on file. You make total sense 
to me. I can only imagine your boss 
would feel the same. 

I will be notified of my bonus 
amount tomorrow, but don’t get 
the check until March’s paycheck 
on the I5th. If I give notice in that 
time, should I expect the bonus 
check or not? 

You should expect the bonus, but 
they don’t have to give it to you, I 
suppose. A bonus is mostly for work 
well done. They are rewarding you 
for your past performance, but also 
hoping you keep it up. So it could go 
either way. I hope they let you have 
it. It’s just good form.
